Recorder’s Court

An enthusiastic and unified 
Romulus City Council threw 
its support behind a Michigan 
House bill that would abolish 
Recorder’s Court in the city of 
Detroit. 

The official request for ac- 
tion by the council came from 
Bruce Jones, a Romulus father 
whose son, Christopher, was 
shot to death by a teen- age 
killer a year ago. 

Jones speaking softly but 
deliberately told the council, 
“There are a lot of inequities 
in our laws and our juvenile 
system.” 

He explained he has gotten 
an intense education into 
Wayne County’s judicial sys- 
tem, since his son’s tragic 
death outside a Romulus adult 
school. 

“What I have found is we 
have to decide what do we at- 
tack first,” Jones explained. 

After talking with many 
state legislators, I found it has

to be Wayne County’s Re- 
corder’s Court, he said. 

“I have been told many of 
our state laws work extremely 
well, except in Wayne County,” 
Jones said. 

The poor instance of justice 
for western Wayne County res- 
idents revolves around the Re- 
corder’s Court, because judges 
there are not accountable to 
us, Jones said. 

Since we cannot vote for or 
against Recorder’s Court

judges, Jones said, they are not 
accountable to crime victims 
in Romulus or surrounding 
towns. 

The bill has been referred 
to the Michigan House Judici- 
ary Committee, Jones said, and 
we need the public to lobby 
members of that committee to 
ensure its floor vote. 

Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks agreed with Jones’ mes- 
sage complaining that Ro- 
mulus residents have no rep- 
resentation in Recorder’s 
Court and thus she gladly sup- 
ports this cause. 

City Councilman Noah 
“Pete” Bergeron offered the 
motion on behalf of House Bill 
4952 and it was seconded by 
Councilman Randy Gear. 

Councilman William Wad- 
sworth, who also is a Wayne 
County deputy sheriff, said, 
“This is a double problem for 
the county. We have no repre- 
sentation in the Recorder’s 
Court, and Detroit residents 
have no representation in the 
3rd Circuit Court of Wayne 
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County.” 

If the bill is approved and 
signed by Gov. John Engler, the 
Recorder’s Court would be 
abolished on Jan. 1, 1996 and 
the Recorder’s Court judges 
would be merged with judges 
in the 3rd Circuit Court. 

Councilinen urged that the 
public join 21st District State 
Representative Deborah 
Whyman (R-Canton) in press- 
ing for the passage and signing 
of the bill. 

They also urged that 22nd 
District State Representative 
Gregory Pitoniak (D-Taylor) 
and Sen. Loren Bennett (R- 
Canton) be asked to support 
the bill. 

Whyman visited the council 
session later Monday night to 
answer some questions re- 
garding the changes that 
would occur if the bill was pas- 
sed. 

One key issue on finances, 
Whyman said she expected the 
court costs to actually dip 
slightly, rather than rise if the 
plan is approved. 

City council 
primary looms

Thus five incumbents and 
10 challengers will face voters 
on Sept. 12 and then the surviv- 
ing 14 will seek election on 
Nov. 7. 

The five incumbents are 
Randolph Gear, Ellis Pen- 
nington. Michael Prybyla, Jim- 
mie Raspberry and William 


Garbage pac 5 
threat lifted

The threat of a possible can- 
cellation of the approved $2.5 
million garbage-recycling- 
composting collection contract 
with City Environmental Ser- 
vices was lifted Monday night. 

The pact cancellation threat 
came on June 13, as council 
members complained about 
the CES plan to unleash a sin- 
gle day (Friday) garbage col- 
lection on the entire city of 
Romulus. 

In the past garbage collec- 
tions have been done on differ- 
ent days and even Mayor 
Beverly McAnally termed the 
city-wide Friday collection as 
an abomination. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry had asked the city to 
check with its attorney to learn 


its options and Councilman 
Randy Gear asked, “Should we 
cancel the contract?” 

But while not a word of the 
garbage collection issue was 
officially mentioned by 
McAnally or any council mem- 
ber at the meeting Monday 
night, McAnally did confirm 
that a compromise had been 
reached between the city and 
CES officials. 

About 50 percent of the city 
will now get Monday pickups 
and the other 50 percent will 
receive Friday pickups, 
McAnally said. 

One negotiation session bet- 
ween McAnally and CES offi- 
cials sealed the compromise, 
since the limited time ele- 
ments involved (the new ser- 
vice begins tomorrow) did not

Club flags, banners 
banned by council

The placement of flags, ban- 
ners or plaques representing 
Romulus service clubs or 
other civic organizations will 
no longer be allowed on the 
walls of the City Council 
chambers. 

A large Romulus Rotary 
Club banner has been on the 
side wall of the council cham- 
ber for several years, and simi- 
lar banners are displayed in 
the courtrooms of the 34th Dis- 
trict Court. 

But several months ago, Ro- 
mulus Kiwanis Club President 
Helen Hay asked to have a 
similar banner hung in the 
council chambers on behalf of 
the local Kiwanians. 

Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks quickly opposed the 
move, fearful that it would 
spur many other such requests 
from other city groups. 

She asked for a study ses- 
sion on the issue and it was 
conducted Monday night prior 
to the regular council meeting. 

Banks said, “After thinking 
about the issue for some time, 
1 would recommend a ban on 
such club ornaments within 


the chambers. But she said it 
was up to the city’s mayor if the 
flags, banners or plaques 
could be hung any where else 
in the City Hall. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry agreed with Banks, say- 
ing that only governmental 
flags (city, county, state and 
U.S.) should be allowed inside 
the chambers. 

Most of the council mem- 
bers agreed, but Councilman 
Michael Prybyla and Randy 
Gear opposed the motion. 

Prybyla said, “I disagree 
with you. I don’t think you are 
going to be inundated by flags 
and banners. It also provides a 
nice backdrop for our cham- 
bers. While I am a Rotarian, I 
think Kiwanians deserve the 
right to place their banner 
here also." 

Banks asked if one of the 
council members, who also are 
Rotarians, would return the 
banner to the Rotary Club 
once the official city policy pa- 
pers are drawn up. 

Banks said she meant no 
disrespect to any local organi- 
zation, but she did not feel that 
the council chambers was the 
proper place for their display.

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Quadriplegic crusades for the handicapped

She said that she read some- 
where that Roberto Clemente, 
the Pittsburgh Pirates’ legend- 
ary outfielder, said. “If you 
have an opportunity to make 
things better, and you don’t, 
you’re wasting your time on 
earth.’.’ 

“I profoundly echo that phi- 
losophy in everything I do now, 
and I use it to pattern my life 
aftefx” says 45-year-old Marva 
Ways. ’ 

“People don’t realize how 
precious life is until it is taken 
away from you.” 

Life took a tragic twist in 
1976 for the Inkster woman 
who was in her 20’s. 

On a road trip west to attend 
a family wedding, she and her 
two small children w'ere pas- 
sengers in her brother’s car 
along with her parents. The ve- 
hicle suddenly left the road 
and crashed. 

That crash claimed the life 
of Marva’s 7-year-old son and 
also left her paralyzed from 
the neck down. She had only 
minimum use of her hands. 

“I prayed and wondered 
and asked: ‘Why me? Why my 
children? Why my family?’ I 
was 'lost and devastated.” 

Before the accident Ways 
was married, had children, 
was involved in her commu- 
nityand her church. She 
worked for the Westwood 
School District and was con- 
sidering a career in social 
work. Her husband, who has 
since left, was employed by 
Ford Motor Company and “life 
was truly beautiful,” she says. 

“I do not know why this hap- 
pened, but I have accepted it, 
and I jiave gotten on with my 
life}’.’ Ways says. “1 know that I 
could have retreated into a 
shell. 1 have seen and talked to 
others who have. I am trying to 
shake them out and rejoin life. 
Shells are not for humans. 

“I; am active. I am commit- 
ted.! live each day to the 
fullest” 

Since the accident, Marva 
Ways has sensed the overpow- 
ering prejudices in some peo- 
ple “who just don't understand 
that the handicapped are hu- 
man beings - that we still have 
feelings and have emotions.” 

“We don’t want anything 
more or less than they do. We 
have been there. We hope that 
they will never travel the road 
we have been down. God 
forbid.” 

Marva Ways has become a 
disability rights specialist. She 
manages to get around in a 
specially equipped, hand-con- 
trolled van that has a hydrau- 
lic lift. The accident has been 
cathartic, and her guiding light 
is to help others who need to 
“return to life from a setback.” 

She doesn’t consider herself 
a trailblazer, or a symbol of 
anything. What she would like 
to see, however, is legislation 
that would help the hand- 
icapped return to the work- 
force and take their place in a 
productive life. She believes it 
is happening. 

“I want our legislators to di- 
rect rat least 25 percent of our

“Some 
of these homes are living 
hells.” 

As a member and spokes- 
person for ADAPT, an aero 
nym for Americans Disabled 
for Attendant Program Today, 
Ways Finds herself sometimes 


fighting an uphill battle, a bat- 
tle against ignorance and 
prejudice. 

“Some people wish the 
handicapped would just go 
and leave us alone. We won’t. I 
have a personal commitment 
to make sure that won’t hap- 
pen. No braggadocio Just 
commitment." 

Ways is also committed to 
athletics. She is rated among 


the more accomplished ath- 
letes on the Detroit Diehards, 
the Rehabilitation Institute of 
Michigan’s disabled athletic 
team, which recently took top 
honors at the 30th annual 
Michigan Wheelchair Games 
staged in May. The 15-member 
team won 90 medals - 56 golds, 
10 silver and bronze, earning 
them the team trophy for the 
most points. 


Marva played a leading role 
in the Diehards’ victory. She 
captured six gold medals and 
one silver in the track events: 
shot put, discus and bowling. 
She also was selected as the 
Best Overall Master Female 
Track Athlete and Best Overall 
Master Female Field Athlete. 

This was the 10th year that 
Ways had competed in the 
games. In addition to compet- 


ing in the wheelchair games, 
she also plays basketball on 
the Diehards’ team. The team 
recently took second at the 
state championships. 

She has vowed that she will 
do anything and everything 
she can to make life better “for 
my brothers and sisters. 

“If we al 1 accept this pledge, 
then the world will be a better 
place for all of us to live in.”

Months after the announce- 
ment was made that four ele- 
mentary schools in the Wayne- 
Westland School District 
would close, saving the district 
$1 million, the finance sub- 
committee recommended 
Fischer and Titus Elementary 
Schools be declared surplus 
property and sold. 

The sale of the two proper- 
ties would not only eliminate 
$1 million from the districts 
deficit, it would guarantee the 
continued activity of the for- 
mer school property, eliminat- 
ing the possibility of the 
vacant building becoming an 
eyesore or being vandalized. 

At Monday’s board of educa- 
tion meeting school board 
members unanimously ap- 
proved .the sale of Fischer Ele- 


mentary to the Dearborn 
Heights Montessori Center at a 
cost of $900,000, $100,000 over 
the appraised value of the 
property. 

Prior to the approval of the 
sale of the property. Attorney 
Ali Dagher, representing Dr. 
Ali Fadel of Dearborn, voiced 
his concerns over the handling 
of the sealed bid offers. 
Dagher questioned the dual 
representation by Schostak 
Brothers, a commercial real 
estate firm, of both the Wayne- 
Westland School District and 


the Dearborn Heights Mon- 
tessori Center. 

According to Russell Bar- 
nett, a representative of Schos- 
tak Brothers, the dual agency 
practice is not unusual nor is it 
illegal. “Our single respon- 
sibility is to find the best bid 
offer for the district while re- 
taining the integrity of the sea- 
led bid process,” said Barnett. 
“There’s no incentive for us to 
do anything other than what 
we did.” 

Fadel’s interest in the prop- 
erty would be to establish a 


private school. His attorney 
said they questioned the dual 
representation between the 
seller and the buyer and felt 
the practice of sending the sea- 
led bids to the dual agency was 
both unusual and 
inappropriate. 

After the discussion bet- 
ween Barnett and Dagher en- 
ded, the school board mem- 
bers approved the sale of 
Fischer to the Montessori Cen- 
ter despite the claims from the 
Dearborn doctor and his law- 
yer. Dagher asked the board of 
education to consider Fadel’s 
offer of $925,000 for the 
Fischer property if the Mon- 
tessori purchase falls through. 

“I know the sealed bid pro- 
cess was true and it will keep 
with the integrity of the school 
district,” said Laurel Rai- 
sanen, school board member. 


Water, sewer rates to be hiked

Romulus water and sewer 
rates were increased slightly 
Monday night, despite opposi- 
tion from Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry. 

The new rates are: $12.19 for 
residential sewer use, $12.51 
for non- residential sewer use 
and $9.39 for all water. 

The old rates were $12.12 for 
residential sewer, $12.44 for 
non- residential sewer and 
$9.10 for all water. 

Raspberry objected to the 
hiking of the rates, since the 
city currently has a $3.5 mil- 
lion surplus in the water fund. 


But City Finance Director 
Donovan Maguire explained 
that the money is needed, as 
the city continues with a mas- 
sive upgrading of its sewer 
lines. 

The rate hikes were ap- 
proved 6-1 with Raspberry the 
lone objector. 

In unrelated items, the 
council approved a water ser- 
vice parts contract with S.L.C. 
Meter Service Inc. of Water- 
ford and a janitorial supplies 
contract with Coleman Wolf 
Sanitary Supply of Roseville. 

The council also approved 
two agreements with the Sal- 
vation Army of Romulus in re- 
gard to its newly purchased 
property at Middlebelt and 


Van Born roads. 

Department of Public Works 
Director James Panos had re- 
ported that approximately 24 
new feet of storm sewer system 
lines needed to be maintained 
and approved by the city. 

Panos included a letter of 
agreement from the Salvation 
Army that they would reim- 
burse the city for the mainte- 
nance of the storm sewer if it 
becomes necessary. 

He explained Romulus has 
similar agreements with other 
businesses within the city. 1 

The second pact is called a 
retention pond agreement and 
allows the city to do needed 
maintenance on the retention 
ponds on property owned by 


the Salvation Army and the 
Army would pay the cost of the 
work. 

Panos said the agreement is 
the “type that will encourage 
the owner to keep the site at- 
tractive and will discourage 
the deplorable conditions that 
the city has with some existing 
retention ponds.” 

The Salvation Army is cur- 
rently constructing a new 
men’s rehabilitation center, 
thrift store and sorting facility 
at that location. It is slated to 
open in 1996. 

The Army is being forced to 
move from its current Goddard 
Road facility because of the 
planned expansion of Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport.

On Friday, it was ac- 
cented by a 25-foot long buffet with scrumptious ap- 
petizers fit for kings and queens, all prepared by the 
Woodlands kitchen staff. 

All this and it did not cost the taxpayers one cent. 
Syr.e, it was a cause for consternation in the begin 
ntng. In fact, it was a major source of irritation. In the 
late 1980s. Van Buren was being forced to either al- 
low, the county to construct a landfill in the township 
orrtake matters into their own hands and negotiate 
their own deal. Led by Township Supervisor David 
Jacokes. Van Buren chose the latter. 

Jacokes appointed a negotiating committee to get 
the deal done with Waste Management. Despite 
neighbors doing all in their power to stop the expan 
siOrt, the committee prevailed.

We so often complain about government 
gone awry and costing taxpayers thousands of dollars. 
It’s nice to report a different story in Van Buren. It’s 
nice to see that government, along with citizens and 
business can combine to make a wonderful recre- 
ational facility out of a crummy landfill.

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Trim non-resident 
enrollment 

To the editor: 

I find the idea that the 
University of Michigan will 
be increasing the number of 
out-of-state students to well 
beyond 30 percent of under- 
graduate enrollment ap- 
palling. The University 
claims that this practice will 
save in-state students' mon- 
ey, when in reality, many 
well-qualified graduates of 
Michigan high schools will 
not be admitted to the Uni- 
versity of Michigan this fall 
because there will not be 
room. 

About eight years ago. 
when the undergraduate out- 
of-state student population 
was 40 percent, several mem- 
bers of the Legislature, my- 
self included, met with Uni- 
versity of Michigan officials. 
We expressed our concern 
that many of the best and 
brightest of Michigan's stu- 
dents would be excluded 
from this publicly-funded 
university due to the number 
of out-of-state students being 
admitted. 

Current University of 
Michigan President James 
Duderstadt was part of those 
discussions. It was his brain- 
child to limit the number of 
out-of-state students to 30 
percent of the undergradu- 
ate population. He felt that 
number was reasonable and 
that the University of Michi-

gan could comfortably live 
within those limits. 

For several years, the Uni- 
versity of Michigan did just 
that. However, we now find 
that the University will be 
closer to 34 percent, if not 
higher, in the number of out- 
of-state residents it has reg- 
istered as students. This 
leaves many qualified Michi- 
gan students, who help fund 
the University whether or 
not they are admitted, on the 
sidelines. 

I attempted to place the 30 
percent limit back into the 
higher education budget, 
where it had been for sever- 
al years, but this failed in 
the Senate. The House of 
Representatives did include 
the 30 percent limit, but in 
Joint Conference committee, 
it was watered down to say 
merely that a substantial ma- 
jority of undergraduates 
must be Michigan residents. 

I will continue to press the 
University of Michigan on 
this issue. I believe that 
highly-qualified Michigan 
students should have the op- 
portunity to attend a univer- 
sity that they and their tax- 
paying parents are support- 
ing. A 30 percent out-of-state 
student enrollment provides 
for more than enough inter- 
action and diversity while al- 
so allowing more Michigan 
students to attend this state 


university.

Changes proposed for state education 


It is estimated that Ameri- 
can industry spends $25 bil- 
lion annually for the remedial 
education of its work force. As 
many as 72 million may lack 
the basic skills needed for the 
modern workplace, and the 
number is growing by two mil- 
lion each year. 

The problems with our pub- 
lic school system should not be 
dumped in the laps of 
teachers, principals, and 
school administrators, who are 
hard working, dedicated, and 
committed to their work as any 
profession I know. 

However, given the institu- 
tional setting and incentives 
with which they must work, 
they are unlikely to achieve re- 
sults very different from what 
we are now getting. I do know 
the present public school sys- 
tem in Michigan is not ade- 
quate to the challenges we 
face, socially and 
economically. 

The current school system 
was designed and regulated to 
socialize young minds and 
make them fit a particular 
mode of citizenship. Any fur- 
ther fine-tuning of what we 
have now may well be useless. 
Further, a significant number 
of parents and businessmen 
feel that they have no real 
power themselves to make the 
needed changes. 

The problem is not money. 
Today we spend more than vir- 
tually any other nation on kin- 
dergarten through 12th grade

I believe education’s true 
mission is to teach our young 
people the fundamental 
knowledge and skills required 
to think clearly, solve prob- 
lems and prepare for a liveli- 
hood while otherwise enabling 
them to be productive citizens 
and good people. 

Nothing excels the market 
system in the delivery of goods 
and services. As I think about 
our current public school sys- 
tem, I ask why should educa- 
tion be any different? Can we 
not apply market principles - 
that have become so familiar 
to the whole world - to the de- 
livery of education? 

I have identified four dis- 
tinctive characteristics that 
pose barriers to a quality edu- 
cation: The system is a monop- 
oly; There are no real owners 
and no real customers; It is in- 
creasingly subject to central- 
ized regulation and planning, 
locally, and at the state level; 
and the system is an instru- 
ment of political policy for the 
various jurisdictions which 
control it. 


What should be some of the 
defining characteristics of an 
improved public school 
system? 

First, the monopoly of pub- 
lic education must end. New 
forms of public ownership of 
schools, including non-politi- 
cally based public corpora- 
tions should be explored. 
Government schools - and that 
is what we have now - are not 
the exclusive answer. We need 
to free up our concept of pub- 
lic schools to be able to meet 
the student and parent needs. 

Second, the system should 
identify and become account- 
able to its customers for per- 
formance and for academic 
excellence. And the system 
should exist in a framework of 
market incentives and compe- 
tition. Our system should de- 
fine who its main customer is. I 
recommend a market- based 
education system which allows 
competition, incentives, and 
real accountability to its 
customers. 

Third, the system should be 
thoroughly decentralized, and 
schools should be as indepen- 
dent as possible. Community 
learning centers, traditional 
schools, self-directed learning, 
and business education at an 
earlier age- all can flourish if 
customers can choose, and 
real owners can create. 

Fourth, good character and 
individual excellence are an

Millage criticized

The recent passage of a two 
year 3 mill “enhancement mill- 
age” in the Wayne-Westland 
school district was greeted by 
the local education establish- 
ment with great jubilation. It 
was called proof of “commu- 
nity support” and a “new be- 
ginning.” In fact it was neither. 

A more accurate descrip- 
tion would be: the “Last Hur- 
rah.” Here’s why: 

For years the education es- 
tablishment has relied on mi- 
croscopic voter turn outs in 
school elections. This election 
was no exception. Passage of 


Proposal A’s tax limitations 
has allowed district voters to 
revert to their natural state of 
sublime apathy. 

As usual, the education 
community relied heavily on 
the ruse of a manufactured 
“budget crisis” to get parents 
to turn out en masse to vote for 
yet higher taxes. As the union 
dominated school board di- 
verts ever more money to 
school employees’ salaries and 
benefits - parents are peren- 
nially asked to vote for more 
taxes to restore the ever popu- 
lar and thus always threatened 
“sports, band and bussing.” 
You would think that the par- 
ents would have caught on to 
the school board’s tricks by 
now. How many tax increases 
does it take to restore “sports, 
band and bussing?” 

So we have passed an en- 
hancement millage that does 
not really enhance anything. It 


merely covers up for past ex- 
cesses and indiscretions. 

I do not believe the Wayne- 
Westland school board has 
even begun to appreciate the 
magnitude and seriousness of 
the problems they will soon 
face. The enhancement mill- 
age will be sucked up by the 
employee salary and benefit 
increases that are already 
built into the system. 

Personally, I do not believe 
that the current system of pub- 
lic education will survive 
much longer. It’s spending is 
out of control - and it’s costs 
are not sustainable in this 
economy. A completely new 
education system is necessary. 

A “new beginning?” Defi- 
nitely. But not the kind the 
union dominated school 
boards have in mind.

Montero lives up to its promises to motorists

Neither tangled ground cover 
nor snarled freeway traffic can 
upset Montero's masterful bal- 
ance of tenacious performance 
and superb control. 

Heard it before? Well for 
once, I will have to agree with 
a public relations firm. 

With its full-time/part-time 
all wheel drive capability and 
powerful V6 performance, 
Montero is as equally at home 
on rain-slicked asphalt as it is 
on loose dirt or in deep snow. 

Inside, the passengers ride 
in an interior that is nothing 
more than cavernous. There is 
enough room to seat six com- 
fortably and eight uncomforta- 
bly. The interior offers a lot of 
conveniences, yet it lacks re- 
finement when compared with 
its competitors like the Jeep 
Grand Cherokee and the Ford 
Explorer. 

With the second seat folded 
down and the third seat 
folded up, the Montero offers 
72 cubic feet of cargo space. 
This is enough room to haul 
mountain bikes, skis, plywood, 
animals, kids, politi- 
cians need I go on? 

The ability to power 
through nearly anything is pro- 
vided by an electronically 
fuel-injected 24 valve V6 en- 
gine - a 3.5 liter DOHC 214 
horsepower version for Mon- 
tero SR, and a 3.0 liter SOHC 
177 horsepower version for the 
Montero LS.

Montero’s power-assist brakes. 
The Multi Mode anti-lock brak 
ing system (optional on LS) en 
sures controlled stops. Some 
four- wheel drive vehicles do 
not offer ABS once the four- 
wheel drive system has been 
engaged. 

With skid plates over the 
front end, transfer case and 
fuel tank combined with a 
5,000 pound towing capacity, 
the Montero is a serious on 
and off roader. Where it lacks, 
however, is in the finishing 
touches. I found the gauges 
very difficult to read, with the 


At an as-tested price of 
$32,136, the Montero LS is very 
competitive. This price in 
eluded luxury amenities like a 
compact disc player, fog light 
kit, keyless entry, a roof rack, 
running boards and the safety 
of anti-lock brakes. The Mon- 
tero is probably the closest 
thing you can get to a safari 
vehicle this side of a Land 
Rover.

fuel gauge being especially 
difficult. Although leather is 
offered, Mitsubishi could have 
made the cloth interior a bit 
more attractive. What was a 
nice surprise was the rear 
door mounted spare tire. It did 
not swing out separately like 
most, rather it stayed mounted 
to the rear door, eliminating 
the need to release two sepa- 
rate latches. The only draw- 
back to this was that it made 
the door heavier, making the 
loading or unloading of cargo a 
bit of a chore for smaller 
drivers.

Former basketball coach 
to face final conference

A July 7 final conference is 
slated for the former John 
Glenn basketball coach who is 
charged with third-degree 
criminal sexual conduct and 
obstruction of justice before 
Detroit Wayne County Re- 
corder’s Court Judge Ger- 
aldine Ford 

Patrick Bennett is accused 
of sexually assaulting one of 


his basketball players in the 
basement of his Wayne home 
on Parkview. 

The victim was approx- 
imately 15 1/2 years old at the 
time of the alleged incident 
which was reported to have oc- 
curred between October 1994 
and February 1995 in the de- 
fendant's bedroom. 

It was the victim’s mother 
who called police to report the 
alleged criminal sexual inci- 


dent, according to Wayne po- 
lice Sgt. Michael Sumeracki. 

The defendant is also facing 
a criminal sexual conduct 
charge in Westland. He al 
legedly had sex with the same 
victim while he was house sit- 
ting in Westland for friends 
who were on vacation.

Greenfield Village hosts

Canton resident headed for 
Missouri for transplant list

The community has been 
following the story of Greg Un- 
ger for some time now, and 
continues to monitor his 
condition. 

Unger, 14, has Cystic Fi- 
brosis and is in need of a dou- 
ble-lung transplant. The 
Childrens Organ Transplant 
Association (COTA) for Greg 
was formed by the community 
and has received wide support 
through fundraisers and dona- 


tions. COTA for Greg, which 
has already raised more than 
$150,000 in donations, staged 
its final fundraiser event, an 
auction and raffle, on June 3. 

Greg, who was diagnosed as 
having Cysic Fibrosis at six 
months old, will be leaving the 
weekend of July 6, for Jones 
Hospital in St. Louis where he 
will be put on a short, active 
list awaiting a transplant. 

According to his father, Bill 
Unger, Greg who weighs only 
60 pounds, is the only person 


his size on the list; when a 
transplant is available for his 
size, he will be the first to re- 
ceive it. 

“It is very unpredictable 
how long we’ll have to wait,” 
said Bill Unger. “I’m told the 
earliest transplant happened 
in 32 hours and the latest in 13 
months. Let’s just hope we 
won’t have to wait 13 months." 

Unger said that Greg was 
anxious to get on with things in 
St. Louis. “He has mixed emo- 
tions, but is ready to make the 
trip.”

Utility customers 
of phony workers 


A 90-year-old Orion Towns- 
hip woman recently found her 
purse stolen after letting three 
men claiming to be utility 
workers into her home. 

This incident is one of many 
common incidents in the sum- 
mer months. 

Lorie Kessler, supervisor of 
media relations for Detroit Ed- 
ison, said senior citizens are 
typically targeted. Scams usu- 
ally occur in the summer 
months, although Kessler said 
she did not know why. 

“It is unfortunately some- 
thing all utility companies are 
concerned about,” Kessler 
said. 

Kessler said Detroit Edison 
tries to keep customers in- 
formed about what is proper 


and improper behavior. 
Proper behavior is a utility 
worker coming into a yard to 
read a meter, but improper be- 
havior involves people coming 
to your door for a job that was 
not requested. 

According to a Detroit Edi- 
son press release, utility cus- 
tomers should “be sure there 
is a reason for utility workers 
to be at their doors before al- 
lowing entrance.” 

Customers who have been 
victimized by such people 
should contact their local po- 
lice departments. 

For wary customers, the so- 
lutions are “in their hands,” 
Kessler said. 

Some tips for customers 
include:

Antique race car cruises Westland streets with sophistication

An 82-year old ear cruised 
the streets of Westland on 
Monday in preparation for a 
4,500 mile race from Ottawa, 
Ontario, to Mexico City. 

The car is a canary yellow 
1913 Stutz Bearcat, which can 
hit speeds of 89 miles per hour, 
according to mechanic Tom 
McElearney. 

Dianna Jones from Graham, 
Texas, handles the publicity 
about the car and the upcom- 
ing race. 

Jones said they call the car 
“Horse, ’’(for its massive horse- 
power) but it has also been 
called “Old Yeller” and “Chitty 
Chitty Bang Bang.” 

In order to qualify for the 
race, the car must be no youn- 
ger than 50 years old. Chrysler, 
Ford, and many other major 
auto manufacturers will have 
cars in the race, said 
McElearney. There will be 118 
cars in the race, including 11 
from Canada, Jones said. The 
entry fee is $6,000, and the 
prize money totals $250,000. 

The Bearcat attempted the 
race, called the Great North 
American Race in 1994, but en- 
gine problems prevented its 
finish. 

The car has raced in Dallas 
and Nebraska in 1995, and 
Jones said “she’s doing fine.” 


The race will last 15 days, 
beginning July 1. in Ottawa. 
Ontario. Jones said Kim Cam 
pbell, former prime minister 
of Canada, might wave the star- 
ting flag. July 1 is Canada's In- 
dependence Day. 

The cars will travel a vari- 
ety of roads, from major high- 
ways to country roads, Jones 
said 

“They find the nastiest 
roads in the country and send 
us down,” McElearney said. 
“They show no mercy on old 
cars.” 

“It is a very tough race,” he 
said. 

The cars will travel an ex- 
pected 350 miles per day, he 
said. 

The participating race cars 
are scheduled to hit Washing- 
ton, D.C. by United States' In- 
dependence Day, July 4. 

The car’s owner, Jim Neeley 
of Graham. Texas, has “always 
been interested in cars,” Jones 
said. 

The ear’s restoration, which 
began two years ago, has had 
some problems along the way, 
Jones said. 

“It’s been restored to its 
original condition, but it’s a 
challenge to make it from day 
to day,” Jones said. 

The race began 13 years ago 
when Tom McRae, current ex- 
ecutive director of the Great

Leukemia patient 
seeks bone marrow 

Ever since Lisa Petrp was 13 
year old, she has looked for- 
ward to going deer hunting 
with her dad. That was their 
special time together. 

But in 1994, Lisa had to skip 
deer hunting and began a hunt 
of an entirely different na- 
ture-to find the person to do- 
nate the bone marrow that 
would save her life. 

Lisa discovered she had my- 
elodysplastic syndrome in 
September of 1994. 

“It was so ironic. Just two 
months earlier I went to a 
health fair and everything, in- 
cluding my hemoglobin level, 
checked out just fine,” Lisa 
says. 

Myelodysplastic syndrome 
is a precursor to leukemia 
whereby the body does not 
produce enough red blood 
cells. As a result, Lisa must re- 
ceive blood transfusions about 
once a month to boost her red 
blood cell level up to about 
eight. 

“Because my red blood cell 
count is so low. I get tired very 
easily. That's the worst part.” 

Lisa says. “But as long as I'm 


getting blood, I feel fine.” 

The 29-year-old Livonia res- 
ident has a strong support sys- 
tem of family, friends, co- 
workers, and organizations 
like My Friends Care Bone 
Marrow Transplant Fund Inc. 
who are working to find a 
donor. 

Lisa’s condition is stable 
and once her donor is found, 
she will undergo chemo- 
therapy which will completely 
eliminate her immune system 
in preparation for the new 
marrow. 

Wayne County residents will 
have a chance to help patients 
like Lisa by participating in 
the Gift .f Hope Drive, a blood 
donation and bone marrow 
testing event being held from 8 
a.m. to 6:30 p.m June 30 at Red 
Cross donor Centers in south- 
eastern Michigan. Participants 
at least 17 years old can donate 
blood and the first 500 qualify- 
ing people between the ages of 
18 and 55 to schedule appoint- 
ments can also join the NMDP 
Registry.

Romulus traces its 
history to French settler

Samuel Polyne, a French 
Canadian adventurer, is the 
first known settler to perma- 
nently reside in what is now 
the city of Romulus, in about 
1826. 

He settled in the area of the 
old Hayti Elementary School 
on Beverly Road, when the Ro- 
mulus area was accessible 
only by foot trails and small 
boats traveling the Huron 
River. 

A little later, in 1833, he was 
joined by other settlers nota- 
bly James Pullen and his six 
sons. 

The Pullen family settled in 
an area now occupied by the 
Hayes Wheels Co. The follow- 
ing year the village of Mount 
Pleasant was mapped and re- 
corded . 

This was the first organized 
community in the area and the 
name of Mount Pleasant was 
given to it, because it was lo- 
cated on the only elevated 
land in the township. 

The village was on a bluff 
overlooking the Huron River, 
in the area of the current 
Mount Pleasant School. 

A business community was 
organized there including a 
store, sawmill and hotel. A 
Baptist Church was also orga- 
nized there, but it did not 
survive. 



Festival slated 

Crowds expected at celebration 


It is reported that the vil- 
lage soon became a manufac- 
turing center for counterfeit 
money. 

Thousands of coins were 
created there and the area be- 
came known as a gathering 
place for the coin makers and 
in 1839 the ringleaders of these 
counterfeiting activities were 
arrested. 

After those arrests the re- 
maining residents left and 
nothing is left to show they 
were there. 

In 1835, a separate village 
was established at Pullen’s 
Corners (now known as Five 
Points— the intersection of 
Goddard Road, Huron River 
Drive, Grant and Ozga roads). 

The village became known 
as Romulus by an act passsed 
by the Territorial Legislature 
in Februrary 1835. 

The following year the vil- 
lage plat for Pullen’s Corners 
was recorded following the 
first meeting of the Romulus 
Township officers. 

The first meeting was held 
on April 6, 1835 at the home of 
Joseph T. Pullen. The Pullen 
family was the key to that new 
government with David J. Pul- 
len elected supervisor, Joseph 
T. Pullen was one of its asses- 
sors and Jenks Pullen was one 
of the school inspectors. He 
also held the titles of consta- 
ble and tax collector. 

The population of Pullen’s 
Corners rose to 125 in 1835 and 
25 of those persons were eligi- 
ble to vote for officers at the 
first meeting. The total ex-

Newspaper marks century of service

For more than a century, the 
Romulus Roman has provided 
the hometown communication 
touch to the community. 

In 1892 the Romulus Roman 
was taken over by A.E. Smith, 
who was operating the Be- 
lleville Enterprise at the same 
time. 

In that era, both news items 
and advertisements were 
printed on the front page. 

In its earliest editions the 
Roman carried such items as 
“John Chapin of Detroit Sun- 
dayed with friends in Ro- 
mulus” and “Mrs. Frank 
Whittaker of Belleville was the 
guest of her parents here last 
week.” 

Also on the front pages 
would be advertisements for 
furniture, bicycles and boots. 

Another edition revealed 
“Henry Seestedt, proprietor of 
the Seestedt Furniture Fac- 
tory was seriously injured in a 


runaway (wagon) Monday fore- 
noon” and “Irvin Cross, princi- 
pal of the New Buffalo schools, 
is home for the summer 
vacation. 

On July 8, 1896, he reported 
that “August Meyer, a German 
farmer living three miles east, 
had a valuable team of horses 
killed by the Wabash east- 
bound express last Thursday.” 

Smith also reported a July 
4th accident that occurred as 
W.H. McBride’s horse drawn 
carriage was badly damaged, 
as fireworks frightened the 
horse causing it to race away. 
No one was reported injured 
in the accident, Smith wrote. 

Page one of that edition also 


carried ads announcing the 
opening of a new meat market, 
a local bicycle contest and the 
daily railroad schedules. 

In 1913, Smith reported that 
phone rates had increased, 
causing some patrons to con- 
sider discontinuing use of the 
service after their current 
leases ran out. 

In 1925 Frank Ames of 
Wayne began operating the Ro- 
man and later sold it to Ray 
Clift in 1945 and Clift with his 
partner Lewis Robson formed 
the Associated Newspapers ad- 
ding papers in Wayne, Inkster 
and Garden City to the news-

penses for the first fiscal year 
was $39.25. 

Throughout the early days 
of Romulus, the area was in- 
fested with wolves. The people 
and their property were so 
troubled that for many years a 
bounty ranging from $2 to $5 
was paid for the scalp of any 
wolf that was killed within the 
township. 

Children and cattle were 
considered the most endan- 
gered by the threat of the 
wolves. 

According to tradition, the 
city was given the name Ro- 
mulus because of the story' of 
Romulus and Remus, who 
were the founders of Rome. 
Romulus was believed to have 
been suckled by the wolves. 

Early life in Romulus was 
said to be very primitive with 
homes made of shingles from 
the bark of the white ash tree. 
At that time a team of oxen 
cost $80. 

Records show that nu- 
merous herds of deer and 
plenty of black bear and tur- 
keys were found in the area. 

Corn and buckwheat were 
the main crops during this 
time. Instead of plowing in the 
seeds, farmers reportedly just 
placed the'seeds under a 
heavy bedNif leaves in the 
autumn. 

Early Romulus vehicles 
were not wagons, but crude 
wooden sleds, historical ac- 
counts record. Wagons were 
used in the township, but 
served no purpose in the dis- 
trict as there were no roads 
there. 

Pullen’s Corners remained 
the center of town for many 
years with its designation as 
the official post office until 
1871. 

The combined general store 
and post office was for many 
years the only commercial es- 
tablishment in the township. 

Samuel R. Kingsley ran the 
general store and was the post- 
master for nearly 20 years. (His 
family home earlier this 
month was moved from its site 
at the old Pullen’s Corners to 
Hunt Street in Romulus His- 
torical Park.)

In 1854 the Romulus Union 
Church Society was organized 
for the purpose of building a 
church that could be used by 
people of all denominations 
and also for all funerals. 

The church was built and 
dedicated in June 1856. 

It could seat, at that time. 
200 persons and cost $1,400. It 
later made history by becom- 
ing part of the famous Under- 
ground Railroad that was used 
to aid fleeing slaves. 

Residents discovered a dug- 
out under the church and 
there was evidence that the 
church had a secret trap door 
that led to the cellar and 
dugout. 

Today the building houses 
the Romulus Wesleyan Church 
and is headed by Pastor Do- 
nald (Mike) McClellan. 

Meantime the first town hall 
was built in 1872 at Five Points 
at a cost of $500. The building 
was only 20 by 30 feet. 

Later the town hall was 
moved closer to the center of 
town, Goddard and Vining 
roads, which is now part of De- 
troit Metro Airport. 

Little construction occurred 
in the eastern portion of the 
township, because of severe 
surface water problems. 

To rid the town of the 
swamp conditions, drainage 
ditches were built to channel 
water from the Rouge and 
Ecorse rivers and the Browns- 
town Creek into the Detroit 
River. 

The pioneer period of Ro- 
mulus ended about the time of 
the start of the Civil War (1861) 
and Romulus was then filled 
with small farms of about 80 
acres per family. There report- 
edly were few businesses lo- 
cated here at the time namely 
a Northline Road blacksmith 
shop, a printing shop and 
sawmills. 

Romulus sent 21 volunteers 
to the Civil War as part of the 
24th Michigan Iron Brigade. 
Some were among those killed 
at the battle of Gettysburg in 
Pennsylvania. Only five of the 
21 returned home after the 
war. 

Nine one-room school- 
houses were scattered about 
the town, most of them in the 
same locations as current 
schools.

There were two main roads, 
but no railroads. The roads 
were Territorial Road (now 
Wayne Road) and Diagonal 
Road (now mainly Henry Ruff 
Road). 

The largest parcel of land in 
the early years was owned by 
L.B. Rizner and consisted of 
more than 900 acres between 
Northline and Pennsylvania 
roads. 

In 1871, the Holly, Wayne 
and Monroe Railroad (a north- 
south line) was constructed 
through the town of Romulus. 
The U.S. Government began 
using Romulus rather than 
Pullen's Corners as its post of- 
fice site. 

The railroad’s name was 
later changed to Flint and 
Pere Marquette. 

The Detroit, Butler and St. 
Louis Railroad extended from 
Detroit to Butler, Ind. Later in 
1880 some Detroit citizens de- 
cided to extend it further so 
that it would connect the Wab- 
ash Railroad with Detroit, 
traveling through Romulus. 

That was completed in 1881 
and the village of Romulus be- 
gan to grow faster than ever 
before. 

The general store was 
moved from Five Points to the 
southeast corner of Shook and 
Goddard Road (now the site of 
the Landing Strip Lounge). A 
hotel that could accomodate 
six guest rooms was built 
across the street. Just after the 
turn of the century (1903) a 
bank was set up in Romulus. 

The owners of one sawmill 
located just east of the Pere 
Marquette Railway began to 
make kitchen tables, chairs • 
and tin bathtubs that were 
sent out to the mail order 
houses. 

Later they decided to make 
their own cast iron legs for the 
bathtubs and thus a foundry 
was born. The foundry repre- 
sented the first heavy industry 
in Romulus. 

Back at that time nine sepa- 
rate school districts existed 
and that continued until 1946 
when they voted to reorganize 
into becoming the Romulus 
Township School District. That 
name was changed 20 years 
later when the district became

Mid-1 850s home relocated

Romulus residents will get a 
chance for a closer view of 
their history during its 25th 
city birthday celebration, as 
the 19th century Victorian- 
style Kingsley home was 
moved to its permanent loca- 
tion on Hunt Street in Ro- 
mulus Historical Park. 

The home, believed built in 
the mid-1850s by early Ro- 
mulus postmaster Samuel R. 
Kingsley and his wife, Polly, 
was moved from its original 
site at Pullen’s Corners to the 
historical park during the 
morning hours of June 21. 

Hundreds of Romulus resi- 
dents and employees stood in 


front of their homes or work- 
places along the route of Grant 
Road and Hunt Street to wit- 
ness the massive wooden 
structure being pulled slowly 
behind Detroit Edison work 
crews. 

Pearl Varner, president of 
the Romulus Historical Soci- 
ety, praised the enthusiasm of 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and 
Community Development Di- 
rector Jane Downing in obtain- 
ing the federal grant monies 
needed to fund the move. 

She said the recent move 
climaxed more than two and a 
half years of research, paper 
work and planning that re- 
sulted in the obtaining of grant 
funds. 

Varner said Kingsley owned 


the property since 1855 and 
reared eight children in the 
home. He worked in the mer- 
cantile trade field for 15 years 
and was a local postmaster for 
another 19 years, she said. 

The reason the Kingsley 
home was selected for salva- 
tion was because of its particu- 
lar style of architecture, 
Varner said, and it is strongly 
hoped that the home can be re- 
stored to its early Victorian 
style. 

The most recent owners of 
the home, Eugene and Sylvia 
Perecki, donated the home to 
the city in March 1993. 

Varner also cited one of the 
prime building movers, Alford

The 19th annual Sumpter 
Country Fest kicks off Thurs- 
day July 13, and will feature a 
parade, fireworks, and perfor 
inances by live bands.

In the “Figure Eight” demo- 
lition derby, which begins at 8 
p.m. Thursday, the cars will 
run into each other inside a 
figure eight shaped track. The 
last remaining car is the win- 
ner, Kirchner said. 

A second demolition derby 
will take place Sunday at 7 
p.m. Kirchner said she expects 



the derbies to attract large 
crowds. 

“I always get excited(about 
the festival),” Kirchner said. 

Martin Kalasz, head of the 
organizing committee said 
preparation for this year’s fes- 
tival has been “really, really, 
hectic.” 

“We tried to get a variety of 
activities that people will en- 
joy,” he said. 

The main attraction, for Ka- 
lasz, is John Berry. He saw

in January and said “he’s a re- 
ally good performer.” 

“(Berry) is a really nice, soft- 
spoken person.

Admission to the festival is 
free, but the carnival, demoli- 
tion derby, and live concerts 
are not free. The John Berry 
show is $15.50 for reserved 
tickets, and $10.50 for general 
admission.

12, and children under five are 
free. The carnival tickets are 
$6 for five tickets. $1.50 for one 
ticket, or $9 for an all-day pass. 

Thursday’s activities will 
begin at 5 p.m. with the “Play- 
world Unlimited Carnival.”

The final day of events will 
feature an antique car show, a 
kiddie tractor pull at 2 p.m., a 2 
to 6 p.m. performance by Sher- 
man Arnold, the USA Demoli- 
tion Derby at 7 p.m., and an 8 
p.m. to midnight performance 
of a live band in the pole barn. 

The grandstand opens at 
6:30 p.m. each night, and Satur- 
day is “Kid’s Day,” with all 
kid’s games being free.

First city election 
day remembered

Politics was a tough game 25 
years ago, just like it is today. 

While area banker Hyle J. 
Carmichael easily won elec- 
tion over two opponents as Ro- 
ntulus’ first mayor, the 
decision to switch from towns- 
hip to city government earned 
only a 62 vote majority. 

In fact the day 54-year-old 
Carmichael was being sworn 
in as mayor, the results of an 
ordered recount were an- 
nounced and only one vote was 
changed. 

Also elected were city clerk 


Leonard J. Folmar, 28, and 
treasurer, Albert Glinski, 45. 

A check of Romulus Roman 
news accounts, shows also that 
Jimmie Raspberry finished 
high man on the council with 
1,347 and thus became the 
city’s first mayor pro tern. An- 
other strong showing was by 
William M. Oakley, who gained 
1,193 votes. 

The charter called for non- 
partisan elections and a 
strong-mayor form of 
government. 

A short time later the coun- 
cil passed its first city budget 
calling for an expenditure of 
$1,570,470.

Edenton, whose interest in 
house moving dates back to 
1945. 

Edenton, born in Macon, 
Tenn. in 1923, moved to Michi- 
gan in 1943. He began working 
for C.P. Myers, a home mover, 
and continued with that com- 
pany until 1972. 

He also worked for the C.J. 
Housemovers in Ohio and J.D. 
Poder Co. in Michigan. 

Varner said Edenton will 
celebrate half a century of 
home moving this August, hav- 


ing moved homes for Green- 
field Village, Dearborn Inn, 
Kelsey Hayes and various area 
churches. 

For the past eight years, 
Varner said, Edenton has 
worked in partnership with 
John Westerman, who moved 
the old one-room schoolhouse 
to the Romulus Historical 
Park in 1986. 

Varner said the Historical 
Society plans to create another 
plaque that will contain the 
names of donors to the King- 
sley House renovation project.

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Shark invades Tyler School

A three-foot sand shark in- 
vaded the gymnasium of Tyler 
Elementary School, much to 
the delight of young students 
turned marine biologists. 

Seventeen Belleville area 
students got a chance to han-

During the week, the stu- 
dents learned the delights of 
exotic eating as they dissected, 
cooked and ate squid. They 
also grew a kelp forest, and 
learned about environmental 
cleanup as they created and 
cleaned up an 'ocean oil spill.

Students expressed their ar- 
tistic sides with “fish prints,” 
made by applying paint to a 
fish and pressing the fish 
against a piece of paper, said 
Kathy Hammons, who assisted 
in organizing the project. 

Hammons said she was im- 
pressed with the turnout, call- 
ing it “wonderful.” 

“There’s no way a classroom 
can bring this kind of learn- 
ing,” Hammons said. 

“It’s real hands-on.” 

Two area children, Traci Ac- 
kron, a sixth grader, and Emily 
Drescher, a third grader, fear- 
lessly reached into the large 
tanks to handle the animals, 
some looking like large, furry 
spiders. 

Ackron said she was afraid 
of touching the strange ani- 
mals at first, but now handles 
them like a professional. 


“I was scared to touch the 
horseshoe crab at first,” she 
said. “It tickled.” 

Ackron said she has been 
interested in animals for a 
long time, and that she might 
study them later in her life. 

Drescher, a St. Anthony 
Academy student said she had 
the most fun “petting 
Freckles.” 

Among the things Drescher 
said she learned was the 
names of oceans and many dif- 
ferent animals. 

Both girls said the best part 
of the week was seeing and 
touching Freckles. 

Julie Weigold, who taught 
the workshop sessions, said 
Michigan students especially 
benefit from the camp because 
they “don’t have a chance to 
see animals from both coasts.” 

Weigold said she enjoyed 
working with this project, and 
is gaining valuable experience 
teaching. 

“It’s either this or substitute 
teaching,” Weigold said. 

The cost of the workshop 
was $157 per child, and was 
open to all area students. 

Hammons said there will be 
a similar workshop next year, 
but it will be a different topic.

A spirit of cooperation and 
willingness to work together 
was expressed by the leaders 
of Belleville, Van Buren 
Township, Sumpter Township, 
the Central Business Commu- 
nity (CBC) and the Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce 
(BACC), but ways in which to 
accomplish this are still being 
sought. 

The meeting, sponsored by 
the BACC, focused on the 
theme, “Working Together to 
Promote the Tri-Community 
Area.” 

“We’ve invited representa- 
tives of the three communities 
to gain their input. The cham- 
ber is here to listen to you to- 
day,” said BACC President 
Joan Dyer-Zinner, as she intro- 
duced the speakers. 

CBC Chairman Tony Sam 
said the area needs a theme to 
bind it together. 

“Other communities have a 
theme for their towns, why 
couldn’t we have a nautical 
theme to promote the lake,” 
Sam questioned. “The theme 
could be carried through in 
the shops and businesses and 
used in promotions.” 

Sam noted that, although 
Belleville Lake is the only in- 


land lake in Wayne County, the 
community has not promoted 
it. 

“We (the CBC) sponsor an 
annual Lakefest, but we also 
need a sailboat regatta or 
some other activity to promote 
the lake and the city,” Sam 
said. 

Sam noted that this year, the 
‘50s day celebration and Lake- 
fest are being combined. 

Van Buren Township Super- 
visor David Jacokes outlined 
some of the new developments 
in the township - the opening 
of Woodlands of Van Buren 
golf course this spring, the 
ground breaking for the $4.2 
million township complex and 
the renovation plans for the 
old township hall. 

Jacokes said tentative plans 
call for the Belleville Area Mu- 
seum to be re-located into the 
renovated township hall. 

“It could become a place for 
the study of history,” Jacokes 
said. “On the second floor, 
there could be a meeting room 
for community groups. Both of 
these uses would tend to bring 
more traffic into downtown 
Belleville. 

Gary Piotrowski, of Wood- 


lands golf course, said plans 
are being made to host a tri- 
county golf championship next 
year. He said the event could 
bring recognition to the com- 
munity as well as many 
visitors. 

Belleville Mayor Glenn Sil- 
venis said he would like to see 
a Welcome Wagon established 
to greet new’ residents. 

“We’re getting new people 
from all over,” Silvenis said. 
“In 1985, homes were bought 
by local people trading up. 
This is not true any longer. In 
1995, we find people coming 
from other communities - 
Dearborn, downriver, north 
and south.” 

Silvenis noted that it is im- 
portant to inform new resi- 
dents about the advantages of 
the community. 

“In our library, we have 100 
years of Belleville history that 
is unprotected. We need to put 
that history on microfilm,” 
said Silvenis, suggesting that 
the communities cooperate on 
a plan to microfilm the old 
records. 
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Sumpter Township Super- 
visor Marvin Banotai said that 
his community was once the 
rural area of Wayne County, 
but now that sewer service has 
opened the area for develop- 
ment, he expects to see rapid 
growth. 

“We'd like to see-shopping 
areas for our residents. It 
doesn’t have to be in Sumpter - 
it could be in southern Van - - 
Buren Township. We need a - 
shopping area so our residents . 
don’t have to drive 12 miles to ; 
buy food, groceries and what - 
ever. We’d like to see the three 
communities work together to 
bring business to the southern 
part of Van Buren and to 
Sumpter.
